Information Disclosure Statement 
On EDS filed on Jan, 6, 2005, U.S. Patent Application Publication 2004/0123351 to 
Krautschik is not considered because 2004/0123351 seems to be an incorrect number. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Europe on Nov. 12, 2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the European application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Objections 

Claims 7 and 1 1 are objected because "said gas seal" lack antecedent basis. 

Claim 10 is objected because a cover plate surrounding the substrate is not disclosed in 
the written description. 

The following art rejections are based on the examiner's best understanding of the claims 
in light of the issues listed above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 7, 8, 9, 10, 12-18, 31, 32, 35-37, 40-44, and 47 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lin (2004/0075895). 
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Lin discloses in Fig. 4, a lithographic apparatus comprising a support structure, a 
substrate table (16) configured to hold a substrate (20), a projection system (36), a liquid supply 
system with inlet and outlet (32, 30) to fill a space between the projection system an dthe 
substrate with liquid (18), a liquid confinement structure (42) and a seal (82) between the 
structure and the substrate. Lin discloses closed loop around the space (32, 16, 30, Fig. 4), the 
structure movable along with the substrate table in a scanning direction (Fig. 4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-30 allowed. 

Claims 2-6, 11,19, 20, 33, 34, 38, 39, 45 and 46 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of the prior art of record teaches or discloses a gas seal between the liquid 
confinement structure and the surface of the substrate.
